Elements necessary to the prop- 


er digging and storing of local 
potato crops have been listed by 
VIIss Vera Sneed, county home 
demonstration agent. 
She states 


:hat 
they may be dug before the 


tops die, but that they should be 
mature If they are to keep prop- 
erly. 


"To determine maturity, prees 


.he thumb against the skin of a 
few potatoes and if the skin doea 
not break easily the crop may be 
larvested," says Miss Snoed. "In 
case of excessive rain shortly be- 
fore digging, small elevated whito 
spots or water blisters may form 
on 
the skin. 
Harvesting must 


.hen be delayer until the spots 
lave dried or excessive rotting 
may occur." 
Handle the potatoes very ten- 


derly, 
the 
agent 
cautions, 
and 


place them in the shade as soon 
as dug. A spade or turning plow 
run eight to ten Inches deep may 
be used for digging. Bruised ana 
skinned potatoes should be sepa- 
rated from the others and should 
be used first. 


If a cellar has an overhead vent 


:o allow escaping warm air and 
moisture it is a satisfactory place 
'or storing potatoes, according to 
Miss Snoed.
